Fine years ago the Deaf- Mutes' 
Union League appointed a committee 
to perpare a grand celebration for the 
occasion of its twenty-fifth Anniver- 
sary — or "silver jubilee." 

The committee was headed by Mr. 
Felix A. Simonson, as chairman, Mr. 
B< Souweine, as secretary, and 
Messrs. H. C. Dickerson, James 15. 
Gass and Marx Levy as members and 
aids. 

The affair reached a triumphant 
culmination at the Hotel Astor, 
44th Street and Broadway, on the 
evening of Tuesday, January 3d, 
in one of the handsome and spacious 
banquet halls of that famous ami 
exclusive hostelry, known as the 
College Hall 

The hall was brilliant with hun- 
dreds of lights from electroliers, and 
table candelabra shed a soft reful- 
gence upon the glittering silver and 
snowy napery of the tables, which 
were tastefully decorated with cut 
flowers, smilax and potted ferns. 

The seating arrangement was 
unique and effective. At the head 
of the hall, on a raised platform 
running it entire length was the 
official table, seating eighteen 

persons, witli President Kenner and 
Mrs. Kenner in the center, Hanked 
on each side by the two remaining 
founders of the Union League, 
Samuel Frankenhcim (with Mrs. 
Weil) and Charles Bothner (with 
Mrs. Bothner). The rest of the 
members and ladies were aeat< 
eleven round tables artistically 
grouped on the spacious floor of the 
banquet hall.

asked whether the assertions by Mr. 
J. C. Howard, in a recent communi- 
cation to the JOURNAL, that the Local 
Committee Ht Colorado Springs made 
money out of the banquet, and that 
it failed to raise that much talked of 
fund of $i,ooo, are correct. 

I take the greatest pleasure in stat- 
ing that both allocations are unqali- 
fiedly false, and are in strict keeping 
with our dear friend Cookey's efforts 
in previous communications to the 
Journal, and to some of which at- 
tention has already been called, to 
discredit the Local Committee. 

In regard to the banquet the fact 
is that so far from making money, 
the Local Committee lost something 
like $ioo on the affair. Two hun- 
dred guests had been guaranteed, but 
some loving friends of the Committee 
industriously spread the report dur- 
ing the day that the banquet had 
called off, aud as a result quite 
a number who had purchased tickets 
demanded their mouey back, while 
others made arrangements to attend 
a sociable arranged by a few of the 
ministers in attendance at the 
Convention, and who virtuously 
shun such vanities as banquets 
unless complimentary tickets are 
in evidence. Only one hundred and 
forty attended the banquet as a result 
of this left-handed co-operation, and 
of these a large percentage were the 

tuests of the Committee. The de- 
cit was paid by the Committee. 
Some people, my friend Cookey 
the Kickee among them, entertain 
very hazy notions concerning ban- 
quets. They seem to think that the 
eatables alone should come up to the 
price of the ticket. They overlook 
the fact that everyone concerned in 
the serving of the feast, from the 
cooks and dish-washers and waiters 
up to the proprietor, put in extra 
time and are paid at over-time rates. 
Carpenters and others have to be 
called in to make the special arrange- 
ments necessary, and altogether 
about one half of the ticket goes to 
the food and the balance to the ser- 
vice. 

Tickets to the Washington, 89, 
banquet were $2.00; to that at 
Chicago, '03, $2.50; St. Paul, if I 
remember aright, $1.50; St. Louis, 
$2.00; Norfolk, $1.50. Prices for 
food are now one-third higher than 
they were during any of the 
banquets named, and with the 
Colorado Springs menu hs good as 
any, the price charged must seem 
very reasonal 

Personally, I regard these banquets 
as among the most en jo 
functions of our conventions. They 
come high when the mere bodily 
sustenance we derive from them is 
considered, but the environment - 
the fairest and the best among our 
deaf at their fairest and best, the 
brilliancy of the scene where wit 
and jollity reign supreme — all make 
them oue of the precious posse- 
of the memory, and I,- for one, would 
cheerfully have given double the 
price I paid at our bauquets in the 
past rather than have missed am ol 
them. I fully expect the reoc 
A D. banquet to be my last, but I 
would advise future Local 
tnittees NOT to cut out this enjoyable 



function of a convention. It is very 
well worth while. 

As to the $1,000 fund the pledge 
was originally made by the Colo- 
rado State Association in 1909. 
This organization late last Spring 
voted $25 to the Local Fund. This 
amount was refunded. The $1,000 
was raised. A surplus of $174 
was turned over to the Endowment 
Fund of the N. A. D. some two 
mouths ago. The rest was 
legitimately expended in preparation 
for the Convention and in the 
entertainment of the guests. 
The Committee might very much 
have augmented its receipts had it 
undertaken to sell tickets on a 
commission to the Cave of the 
Winds, the Incline up Mount Mani- 
tou, the Cog Road up the Peak, and 
to Cripple Creek. Instead of this the 
Committee secured reduced rates 
wherever possible. The aim was 
not to take one penny from the 
pockets of the delegates, and in fact 
several in a position to know have 
told me that they had never seen a 
convention of any kind like that had 
so much done for it extra, free, 
gratis, for nothing, as the convention 
of the N. A. D. at Colorado Springs 
in this year of grace, 1 9 10. 

It is difficult to understand what 
our friend Cookey expects to gain 
from these deliberate efforts to put 
the Colorado Springs Committee in 
a false position. The motive is 
apparent enough, but just what he 
thinks to gain is rather obscure. A 
person who poses as a business man, 
who has large interests intrusted 
to his management, should be ex- 
tremely cautious in making state- 
ments which he is unable to sub- 
stantiate. The inevitable effect will 
be that those interested will in the 
end place the same value upon his 
statements concerning the enter- 
prises he has under his charge as 
upon his assertions concerning other 
matters toward which he is known 
to be palpably prejudiced.

Wonder that Texas, in the same 
"warm zone" as Atlanta, wants 
Omaha or a Northern city for the 
next convention. Texas really 
should favor Atlanta, or other city 
in the south, for Texas is herself a 
Southern State. 

Now I turn the attention of the 
members to the fact that while I 
worked on a "farm" in Colorado 
after the convention, I felt hot 
there as I did in the south. The 
delegates had once "felt the hot heat 
of Colorado, except the cold of Pike's 
Peak on top, ' ' therefore they could 
still stand just the same heat in 1913. 

Mr. McFarlane, whose home city 
is Omaha, gives the five advantages, 
in his article in the Observer, which 
would be equally claimed by Atlanta. 

The " Little Omaha Mac" forgets 
the center of population and density 
of population, thus giving largest 
possible attendance. Thus, thanks 
to the center of population and its 
density, Atlanta should draw 
largest attendance, — probably even 
larger than that of Omaha, even in 
a challenge. 

Mr. J. C. Howard states that 
President Hanson has been given 
possession of the reasons not to hold 
a convention in Altanta, by one 
member of the Executive Committee 
who recently visited Atlanta 
who is now opposed to the selection 
of that city. Now that member has 
recently resigned from the commit- 
tee; it is well to be legal for Mr. 
Hanson to get out of possession of 
the reasons. He should not continue 
to have them after that man n 
ed. 

I care more for the South than the 
city of Atlanta for holding a conven- 
tion ; any other city in the south is 
as equally good as Altanta, but 
Atlanta deserves this one Priority ! 
Atlanta claims it long prior to 
Omaha. 

Hanson seems cunningly to 
wait till Congress selects New 
Orleans or San Francisco for the 
Panama Exposition ; then he and 
the committee select a city other 
than Altanta should Congress favor 
New Orleans, since that citv is in 
the South. 

A conventional New Orleans dm 
ing the Panama Exposition in 1915 
might be termed a "south-central 
convention," or rather a " Panama

He 
promptly collared tbe man, told the 
boss of tbe store be was an impostor 
and called for a policeman. Tho 
fakir at first protested, then grew 
angry and threatening, and finally 
tried to break away. Abrams held 
him fast, and as no policeman could 
he found, decided to take him to the 
police station himself.

The true aristocrat proclaims it 
least. The pseudo-aristocrat is lond 
and frequent in his asseveration of 
his gentility. The real gentle man 
or woman does not need the affix 
"gentle" to denote the innate quality 
of the man or gentlewoman. Tbe 
designation "gentleman," like the 
title "professor," has come to be so 
loosely and generally applied that 
those with the best right to the name 
would rather not use it. Preferring 
the fact to the name, gentlefolk are 
willing to resign the name to be the 
pet vulgarism of those whose notion 
is that money and clothes, not man- 
ners, make the man. 

It is not what we style ourselves, 
but what we are that stamps us, 
in the world's eye*, with our true 
valuation. In our own country, 
it often seems that men, with their 
indoctrinated notions of social 
equality, do not sufficienly regard 
heredity, tbe feudal tradition of 
servitude, class distinctions and 
caste demarcations. One man 
seems to think he is just as good as 
another. No lese-majesty law pre- 
vents bis holding and expressing his 
opinion of President or Cabinet; he 
sees "by the paper" and he speaks 
out his mind. In America a 
smoldering social bitterness breaks 
out in the flame of a fierce agitatiou ; 
there is no repressing it 
permanently. There is here 
neither tbe serfdom of tbe shackled 
body nor tbe slavery of the spirit. 
The groveling attitude in unknown; 
a man stands erect in the debate 
of peers. 

Tbe word aristocracy means the 
rule of tbe best, and even in a de 
mocracy aristocracy has a chance to 
flourish, tbe tbe majority of men 
are eager to recognize aud to obey a 
leader. But they will obey him, not 
on account of what he says he is, 
but solely for what be is. And care- 
less and uncritical as the mas* of 
mankind seem to be, they will not 
in the long run yield their allegiance 
to a man who is unworthy. Tbe 
selfish, unscrupulous political 
"boas" has his day, but it is only a 
day, compared with the perennial 
endurance and final prevalence of 
decency and justice. Truth cannot 
be forever on the scaffold ; it must 
eventually be throned jnst because 
it is the truth. 

The essential fibre of aristocracy 
is a certain self-respect which never 
overflows into selfcoaceit. It has 
an almost austere conception of 
personal responsibility, to a man's 
own ancestors, of which he is the 
summation; to the community by 
wbicb he is surrounded, to th* 
coming generation, which are to 
inherit his success or failure. 
He holds his own life and bis 
powers in trust; he can never 
entirely break away from implied 
obligations. The sense of duty 
will sometimes lie upon him 
" with a weight 
Heavy as frost, and deep almost at 
life." 

He will wish he could escape 
his duty to his neighbor, and evade 
the close scrutiny of his own 
conscience, but he finds himself 
unable to do so. The real 
aristocrat knows the sense— 
which sometimes seems a curse— 
of being public spirited. He finds 
he caunot live by bread alone. 
He is impelled to help an abstract 
issue or personal need. Weakness 
seems to approach from every side — | 
sometimes when be is weakest — 
to lean upon his supposed superior 
strength. From bis own drained 
reservoir be is expected to be a 
fount of living water for the 
parching thirstinera of other souls. 
It is sometimes coolly taken for 
granted that he needs no respite 
aud no reinforcement. Yet he 
must not grow bitter with overstrain, 
nor allow himself to be hardened by 
disappointment. 

Durdgery, care and sorrow may 
rob a woman of her superficial 
beauty — as beauty is ordinarily 
understood ; nothing can deprive 
character of its innate nobility. 
She will bold steadfastly to her 
unprofaned ideals through stress of 
hardship, tbe constraint of penury, 
the blighting chill of desperate con- 
ditions. She cannot give up, for it 
is not in her nature to surrender. 
"Noblesse oblige" — the rank of 
your soul is proved by tbe way you 
face calamity, and if yon have "a 
station not in tbe worst rank of 
manhood," tbe way to prove it is by 
being calmly brave in tbe hour of 
adversity, the long, dark niyht of 
anguish. The real aristocrat, like 
the Old Guard, can die, but not 
surrender. 

There is a clear line of distinction 
to be drawn between tbe aristocrat 
and tbe mere snob. The worst snob 
is the defeated social aspirant, the 
baffled "climber." He Is very 
carefnl to reserve bis affability for 
those who can advance the ambi- 
tion. He is careful not to rub el- 
bows with the bourgeois, and cauti- 
ous in the bestowal of his node and 
hand-shakes. He takes pain* to be 
seen in tbe company of rich and 
fashionable people. At his best, 
be is the Cousin Pons whom Balzac 
bee etched so incisively- a kind of 
•urvial of the pitiful figure of tbe 
mediaeval court jester, who earns a 
good dinner and a lodging for the 
night by his amusing p r ese n ce. 
There is nothing of Cyrano 

xerae's fine independence of the 
tables of the rich, the anterooms of 
palaces. Hie self-respect baa been 
slain apon tbe sacrrioial alter in 



the worship of tbe golden calf. His 
" whole vocation is endless imita- 
tion" of aristocratic graces, but in 
vain, for be is without the substance 
and the essence of tbe aristocratic 
character. He is a snob; while 
there is none so democratic as tbe 
true aristocrat. — Public Ledger.

oreate a memorial 
Thomas Qallaudet, 
D.D., ^ $' .•> erection of a Parish 
Building ,r St. Ann's Chnrob for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Chnrob 
is situated on 148th Street, jnst west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty- five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Qallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, wbicb 
would have completed the churcb 
with which his nance has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
storieH in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligiouH aud Industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
Hilerit peopleH They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
